W ashington, Aug. 26 (/P)— An 
investigation 
to 
determ ine the 
need for further hospitalization in 
Michigan was ordered 
today 
by 
General Frank T. Hines, veterans 
adm inistrator. 
Acting after a conference 
with 
Senator 
Prentiss 
M. Brown (D 
Mich), Hines asked his represen­ 
tative at Detroit, Guy Palm er, to 
make a “ thorough study of the 
situation.” 
The senator urged 
Hines 
to 
speed approval of a proposed hos­ 
pital project at Gladstone, Mich. 
If the adm inistration decides to 
build in Michigan, aides of Palm er 
said, it must await a congression­ 
al appropriation or an allotm ent 
of emergency funds. 
Brown also tried unsuccessfully 
to obtain loans from the Recon­ 
struction 
Finance 
Corporation 
for an expansion program of the 
North Range Mining Co. of Negau­ 
nee and $3,000,000 in cash from 
the W orks Progress 
A dm inistra­ 
tion for direct relief in Michigan. 
Able to Raise Money 
In refusing the grant, WPA of­ 
ficials said Michigan was able to 
raise the money itself. 
The senator, who is chairm an 
of the senate finance com m ittee’s 
sub-committee 
on 
taxation, cre­ 
ated a stir when he disclosed the 
committee 
had 
under considera­ 
tion a law which 
would 
permit 
the federal government 
to 
tax 
state securities and the state to 
tax federal salaries and securities. 
He said the measure would pre 
vent the “sterilisation” of money 
when needed by industry and busi­ 
ness. 
and 
predicted that such a 
measure, if challenged, would re­ 
ceive the supreme 
court's 
ap­ 
proval. 
The senator estimated $20,000 
to $40,000 would be 
needed 
to 
finance campaigns of the senate 
'Democratic committee. 
Brown is 
chairm an of the com m ute.

Deaths Are Blamed 


On "Tough” Guards 


Philadelphia, 
Aug. 
26 
(ZP)— 
Coroner Charles 
H. 
Herseh 
to­ 
night blamed “ tough guards” for 
turning on the heat which killed 
four unruly convicts in a prison 
“ Klondike" and he said at least 
one “ higher up” was involved. 
He withheld the names of the 
guards he described as “ terrorists 
assigned to punish difficult pris­ 
oners,” and of the official, but 
said “we’re going after them .” 
The “ heat cure” in the Phila­ 
delphia 
county 
prison's “ Klon­ 
dike”— a stuffy 
15 
by 
60-foot 
building 
where 
windows 
were 
closed and steam turned on in a 
row of large radiators— was de­ 
scribed by the coroner as one of 
the most severe punishments the 
“ mob of tough 
guards” 
meted 
out. 
Four of 25 men placed in the 
isolation cells during 
the 
final 
days of a hunger strike protest­ 
ing monotony in prison diet ‘‘lit­ 
erally baked 
to 
death” 
there, 
Hersch asserted. Their naked bo­ 
dies were found Monday morning. 
The others, some of them de­ 
scribed as driven “stark m ad” by 
the “ night of te rro r” in the cells 
where investigators estimated the 
tem perature was 
forced 
up 
to 
more than 150 degrees, were ill 
from shock and fever. Five still 
are in the prison hospital. 
Dr. Martin P. Crane, coroner’s 
physician, 
reported 
the 
deaths 
were caused by “ heat stroke of the 
asphytic type.” 
He explained this meant that 
the men’s respiratory and circula­ 
tory systems, taxed to the limit in 
an effort to keep their bodies at a 
normal tem perature, 
were 
over­ 
come finally and no longer could 
ultilize oxygen. This, he said, led 
to asphyxiation.

Jaffa, Palestine, Aug. 26 (ZP)— 
Jaffa seethed tonight with racial 
hatreds fanned to violence by a 
terrific 
bomb 
explosion 
in 
a 
crowded vegetable market. 
At least 20 Arabs were killed 
by the blast and 7 4 wounded, ten 
of them gravely. 
Reprisals 
immediately 
broke 
out as Arabs sought revenge for 
the bombing. Two banks were at­ 
tacked, with wild rioting a result. 
Shops were fired, Jews stoned and 
shot. 
Arabs called a strike through­ 
out the Holy Land 
in 
sympathy 
with the victims and in protest to 
the government of 
the 
British- 
mandated territory. 
All business in this seaport city 
was suspended and an indefinite 
curfew imposed. 
Exploding shortly after dawn, 
the 
bomb 
threw 
the 
vegetable 
m arket into an indescribable con­ 
fusion of mangled bodies.

An ugly Arab crowd faced po­ 
lice rushing to the scene, seeking 
revenge, the throng attacked Bar­ 
clay’s bank, 
the 
Anglo-Palestine 
bank, set fire to shops and attack­ 
ed Jewish pedestrians hurrying to 
Tel Aviv for refuge. 
The blast and ensuing violence 
raised to 1,100— including almost 
300 dead— the Holy Land’s casu­ 
alties since July 6 when a new 
chapter in terrorism started when 
a Jewish bus was fired on.

to 
$18,500,000, 
to 
go 
along with 
$21,000,000 
from 
the 
primary 
school fund, over which he has no 
jurisdiction. 
The governor said he would ask 
the regular session of the legisla­ 
ture in January 
to 
revise 
the 
formula for distribution of the 
primary school fund, to correct 
what he said were injustices. The 
primary fund now is distributed 
on a population basis. 
The legis­ 
lative appropriation is distributed 
on the basis of need.

Murphy said the schools would

LEGISLATORS CLEAR 
WAY TO TACKLE 
RELIEF CRISIS 


tensing, Aug. 26. (ZP)— The ad­ 
ministration today pegged its de­ 
cision to levy no new taxes for 
direct relief to hopes for a turn 
in the economic tide that 
will 
swell existing revenues. 
Governor Murphy told legisla­ 
tors 
who 
gathered to clear the 
ground for the special session that 
governmental 
economies 
a l s o 
would be a major factor in main­ 
taining the state treasury’s cash 
position in the face of extraordin­ 
ary relief expenditures. 
Innovations Kejoored 
Murphy spiked every effort to 
include the consideration of new 
tax measures. Rep. John F. Ham­ 
ilton. Democrat, Detroit, proposed 
legislation 
that 
would 
enable 
county boards of supervisors to 
| levy emergency sales or luxury 
taxes to meet local emergencies, 
i A delegation carried the idea to 
the governor. 
“ I’ve considered that very care­ 
fully,” 
Murphy 
said, 
‘‘and it 
would seem to me such a course 
would not be w-ise at present. It 
would be an innovation in Michi­ 
gan and should be undertaken on­ 
ly after a careful study of the en­ 
tire tax structure.” 
The governor expressed the be­ 
lief such legislation would be ne­ 
cessary in Michigan “eventually,” 
but should not be undertaken un­ 
til the regular session convenes in 
January and may not be required 
even then. 
Four Measures Ready 
Murphy 
said 
he had shelved 
other revenue bills, already draft­ 
ed, that “could easily raise” $8,- 
OOO,0<'(j or more. 
He 
expressed 
the hope that rising revenues and 
governmental 
economies 
would 
render these, too. unnecessary but 
indicated that the subject of taxa­ 
tion would be thoroughly consid­ 
ered next January. 
The 
governor 
produced four 
measures which 
may 
constitute 
the entire work of the special ses­ 
sion. The relief bill, which carries 
a $10,000,000 appropriation, will 
be introduced by Rep. Louis C. 
Scnwinger, Democrat, Saginaw. 
Two bills set up the machinery 
for an eight-month extension of 
the moratorium upon foreclosure 
of laud contracts, mortgages and 
deeds of trust. They will be spon­ 
sored in the house by Reps. Ham­ 
ilton aud George C. Watson, Re­ 
publican, Capac, and Reps. Frank 
and Joseph C. Murphy, 
Demo­ 
crats, of Detroit. 
Housing Act Revised 
Rep. F. Dean Morley, 
Demo­ 
crat, New Troy, will launch the 
fourth measure, 
which 
amends 
and liberalizes the state housing 
act of 1933. Governor Murphy in­ 
dicated that other changes would 
be proposed in the regular ses­ 
sion. 
Provisions of the bill Include: 
I. Reduction of the population 
limit prescribed by the act from 
500,000 to 5,000, to perm it cities 
and incorporated villages 
other 
than Detroit to participate in the

Laboratory Reports Are 
Made on Specimens 
From County 


Dysentery was definitely ruled 
out as the cause of a mild epi­ 
demic of intestinal disease in Del­ 
ta county when Dr. Roelof L am ­ 
ing, health unit head, received a 
report by 
telephone 
yesterday 
from the Michigan state 
labora­ 
tory at Houghton. 
“ There wha 
nothing in the specimens to indi­ 
cate the presence of dysentery,” 
the report stated. 
Tests to determine the nature 
of the disease, which 
took 
the 
lives of two Gladtsone boys last 
Saturday, were begun at Hough­ 
ton when specimens from other 
children showing similar 
symp­ 
toms were taken to the laboratory 
for analysis. 
Among those strick­ 
en were Maurice, 9, and (Idabel, I, 
brother and sister of H arland Eck- 
lid who died of the disease. 
A simple diarrhea, allowed to 
go too long without proper treat­ 
ment, is believed to have been the 
cause of the death of 
the 
two 
boys, now that the more serious 
dysentery has been 
ruled 
out. 
There are very few cases of the 
disease reported at present, 
al­ 
though many were reported last 
week and early this week.

Wants Roadsides Protected 
C 
OMMISSIONER VAN WAGONER 
has 
indicated he will lead th e fight to se­ 
cure th e passage of a bill in 
th e 
next 
legislature to protect Michigan’s 
scenic 
roadsides from disfigurement by misplaced 
and unsightly 
billboards, 
food 
stands, 
gasoline stations and tourist cabins. 
The Michigan Federation of 
W o m a n ’s 
clubs waged an energetic battle to secure 
th e adoption of such a m easure by 
the 
legislature at its session, bu t for 
some 
reason or other their efforts failed. 
With 
(he state highway commissioner exerting 
his influence at the next session, it is like­ 
ly these civic organizations who are sin­ 
cerely interested in preserving the beauties 
of Michigan’s roadsides will have better 
prospects of success. 
After all, it does little good to 
spend 
thousands of dollars to acquire lake shore 
right-of-way and build scenic highways if 
shortly afterw ard th e roadsides are to be 
cluttered up 
with 
n u m e ro u s 
eyesores. 
Some kind of regulation is needed. 
The state zoning law ap proaches 
the 
problem of control of th e uses of land 
in 
Michigan. 
Perhaps, it could be amended 
to take care the problem 
of 
protecting 
scenic highways, or probably better yet a 
new law might be enacted which could be 
put into quicker operation. 
T he rura l zoning law, designed to cover 
m a i y phases of land use, requires of nec­ 
essity considerable time to p u t into effect 
into each county. 
A lthough 
the 
rural 
zoning law w-as passed by th e 1935 legis­ 
lature, not a single county has 
as 
yet 
adopted an ordinance, Delta county may 
be the first, however, if favorable action 
is ta ken by the board of supervisors at its 
October meeting. 


Are You A Hypocrite? 
T 
HE average motorist is an unconscious 
hypocrite. 
That's a strong character­ 
ization——but a little impersonal 
analysis 
will substantiate it. 
How often have you roundly criticized 
some driver for an offense w hich you com­ 
mit 
periodically yourself? 
How 
often 
have you token comfort in 
the 
thought 
that accidents are caused by some reckless 
breed of motorists with whom you have 
nothing iii common, thus dodging the fact 
that only pure fool’s luck has saved you 
from a crash on a dozen occasions? 
Have 
you ever attem pted to get a ticket “ fixed” 
— even though you pay lip service to the 
cause of aggressive, impartial 
law 
en­ 
forcement ? 
It is a fact th a t a large proportion of 
accidents are caused by the reckless ten 
per cent, but the other ninety per 
cent 
periodically take chances and are respon­ 
sible for many of our annual auto deal lls. 
Who. for example, d oesn’t 
sometimes 
pass a car when the stretch of em pty road 
that can be seen is too short for safety? 
W ho doesn’t occasionally succomb to Hie 
lure of excessive speed— even though lie 
has little or nothing to do when his destin­ 
ation is reached? 
Who doesn't periodical­ 
ly neglect necessary repairs 
to 
brakes, 
lights or steering mechanisms, on the the­ 
ory th a t he will get around to it 
when 
more convenient? 
W e ’ll go a good way toward reducing 
accidents when the average driver begins 
asking himself such questions and r e t u r n ­ 
ing honest answers. 
Accident prevention, 
so far as it concerns th e h u m a n element, 
is a personal, individual 
m a tte r — and 
each individual has to really w'ant 
to 
drive safely ai all times before 
he 
can 
analyze his driving errors 
and 
correct 
them.

OMMISSIONER VAN WAGONER 
has 
indicated he will lead th e fight to se­ 
cure t h e passage of a bill in 
th e

legislature to protect M ichigan’s 
scenic 
roadsides from disfigurement by misplaced 
and unsightly 
billboards, 
food 
stands, 
gasoline stations and tourist cabins. 
The Michigan Federation of 
W o m an ’s 
clubs waged an energetic battle to secure 
the adoption of such a m easure by 
the 
legislature at its session, b u t for 
some 
reason or other their efforts failed. 
With 
the state highway commissioner exerting 
his influence at the next session, it is like­ 
ly these civic organizations who are sin­ 
cerely interested in preserving th e beauties 
of Michigan’s roadsides will have better 
prospects of success. 
After all, it does little good to 
spend 
thousands of dollars to acquire lake shore 
right-of-way and build scenic highways if 
shortly afte rw ard the roadsides are to be 
cluttered up 
with 
num e ro u s 
eyesores. 
Some kind of regulation is needed. 
The sta te zoning law approaches 
the 
problem of control of th e uses of land 
in 
Michigan. 
Perhaps, it could be amended 
to take care the problem 
of 
protecting 
scenic highways, or probably better yet a 
new law m ig h t be enacted which could be 
put into quicker operation. 
The ru ra l zoning law, designed to cover 
matly phases of land use, requires of nec­ 
essity considerable time to p u t into effect 
Into each county.

Who. for example, doesn’t

that can be seen Is too short for safety? 
W ho d o e s n ’t occasionally succumb to the 
lure of excessive speed— even though lie 
has little or nothing to do when his destin­ 
ation is reached? 
Who doesn't periodical­ 
ly neglect necessary repairs 
to 
brakes, 
lights or steering mechanisms, on the the­ 
ory th a t he will get around to it 
when 
more convenient? 
W e ’ll go a good way tow ard reducing 
accidents when the average driver begins 
askin g himself such questions and r e tu r n ­ 
ing honest answers. 
Accident prevention,

is a personal, individual

W ashington. Aug. 27.— Taxes have

curio us financial history of the New Deal 
seems to have reached th e end of a ch a p ­ 
ter. 
Last winter, th e P re s id e n t’s

m ination to balance th e b u dget held out 


I for a su rprising time, against th e 
most 
violent 
pressures, 
both 
from 
circ um ­ 
stances and his advisers. 
The budget is 
now m ore unbalanced t h a n ever, an d 
th e 
P re sid en t is ready for an effort to raise 
m o re revenue. 
The d r a m a will derive from th e situa­ 
t i o n ’s element of choice. 
U ndersecretary 
of th e T re as u ry Roswell Magill, Assistant 
Secretary J o h n Hanes, and General Coun­ 
sel H erm a n Oliphant have all but finish­ 
ed a careful study of the whole tax field. 
Able, m o d e rate Magill, who is in charge, 
m u s t soon m ake his rec om m endations 
to 
his chief, H en ry M orgenthau. Jr., and to 
th e President. 
And the first item on the 
list is m o re than likely to be broadenin g 
the income tax base. 
As a strictly academic proposition, the 
trea su ry tax experts and th e best congres­ 
sional a uthorities on taxes are u n a n i m o u s ­ 
ly in favor of 
a 
broadened 
base. 
The 
trouble is that taxes are 
never 
strictly 
academic. 
They are political. 
And the 
political implications of a broadened in­ 
come tax base should be clear to a feeble­ 
min ded infant. 
T h u s the P resident will be torn between 
t h e conflicting desires to put his New Deal 
on a sounder and more p e r m a n e n t fin an­ 
cial footing, and to avoid offending mil­ 
lions of voters who care noth in g about in­ 
direct taxation, hut who would yell the ir 
heads off at the direct variety. 
His decis­ 
ion will cast a strong light on his 
in ten­ 
tions with regard to 1940. 
If he plans, 
like Cincinnatus, to r e tu r n to his 
broad 
acres, he w on’t mind asking Congress to 
inflict a little pain on th e voters, 
lf he 
has a different course in mind, he 
will 
think twice about such a cruel request.

discussed is that of Senator Robert M. La- 
Follette.

Wash cucumbers and let stand in 
salt water two days.

layer of dill. 
Make a strong salt brine of four 
pounds of granulated sugar, eight 
gallons of water and one gallon of 
vinegar with enough 
salt 
for 
a 
strong solution. 
Pour over pickles, 
cover and weight down. 


One teaspoon tumeric 
Mix and bring to a boil, bottle 
and seal. 


Salt pickles 
Salt cucumbers over night. 
In 
tho morning make a brine strong 
enough to bear an egg. 
Pour over 
cucumbers in a stone jar and place 
a weight over the cucumbers.

Three pints vinegar 
Three pounds granulated suger 
One-halt' stick cinnamon 
Wash cucumbers, place them in 
a brine made from one cup salt and 
enough water to cover 
and 
let 
stand one and one-half days. Drain. 
Place cucumbers in clear water to 
which alum has been added.

Drain. 
Cut the cucumbers in one inch 
chunks and place in a pan on the 
back of stove over slow fire. 
Let 
simmer three hours.

In these holdings lie the 
present , 
and future opportunities for en­ 
joyment of tho individual types of 
outdoor recreation that require a 
measure of wilderness 
and 
soli­ 
tude. Future opportunities 
will ; 
depend upon the 
manner 
these 
areas are administered as much ! 
as on additional areas that may be 
acquired. 
National 
Forests 
are 
“ use” 
areas in which the timber, grass, 
and other renewable natural re­ 
sources are subject to 
regulated 
use on a sustained yield basis, not 
absolute 
protection. 
Similarly, 
water power, irrigation, 
mining 
and other utilitarian private de­ 
velopment is permitted, and even 
encouraged. Except as specifical­ 
ly forbidden, the homestead laws 
also apply, and leases for private; 
cottages have been freely granted. 
Hunting and fishing is generally) 
permitted. 
National Parks are great p rim -! 
©val areas of outstanding grand­ 
eur preserved in 
their 
natural 
state for all time “for the benefit 
and enjoyment of the people” . No ! 
utilitarian uses are allowed, 
and j 
only such means of transportation j 
and accommodations as are deem- j 
ed necessary for the comfort 
of I 
the visiting public are provided. 
Fishing is permitted, but hunting ; 
and guns are barred. 
Rivalry Between Services 
For years a bureau warfare has 
■waged between the Park and For- ; 
est Service aa to the proper status 
for new areas sometimes coveted i 
by both. Park 
advocates 
accuse j 
the Forest Service of interpreting ; 
“ wise use” for the 
benefit 
of I 
lumbermen, stockmen, power and 
irrigation interests, cottage 
les­ 
sees and other private or 
local 
groups, with broad public interest 
a poor second, while Forest 
sup­ 
porters charge the Park 
Service 
with surrender of long established 
National Park standards in order 
to acquire the greatest 
possible 
acreage in new Park and enlarged 
boundaries. 
There is merit in the charges of 
both. Recreational uses were 
not 
accorded recognition in the ori­ 
ginal National Forest 
plan 
and 
were grudgingly given 
a 
quasi­ 
official status as a result of 
in­ 
sistent public demand. 
Even now 
they rate a poor second to grazing, 
Irrigation and other private utili­ 
tarian uses, except on certain 
of 
the “ wilderness areas”, which un­ 
fortunately have no legal

as such. 
While free 
from 
the 
commercial or industrial exploita­ 
tion of the Forests, it is question­ 
able how* long Parks can 
main­ 
tain their integrity if 
the

honored standards are ignored 
in 
new 
acquisitions 
such

the 
Olympic and the proposed exten­ 
sion to Grand Teton. 
Public Needs Mean A djustm ent 
Neither the National Forests or 
National Parks as managed, 
ex­ 
cept the '‘wilderness 
areas” 
of 
the former, are a good answer for 
the man who would play 
Indian 
and lose himself from crowds and 
mechanized 
transportation. 
The 
intricate network of CCC roads. 
to say nothing of 
cottages 
and 
utilitarian uses, have ruined 
the 
wilderness appeal of many of our 
forests: and the catering of 
the 
Park Service to increasing armies 
of rubberneck tourists, who want 
to “do the parks” in their itener­ 
ary, has done a similar job there. 
There is considerable red tape to

tion in which wilderness recrea­ 
tion would be the supreme recog­ 
nized use?

Ann Arbor. Aug. 2 5— Fossilized 
hones of a 4 5-foot dinosaur chisel­ 
ed out of rock in the Fort Deck 
fossil field on the Missouri river 
in Montana have just been receiv­ 
ed at the University of Michigan 
museum where they will he pre­ 
pared and mounted to form the 
university's first 
complete 
dino­ 
saur skeleton. 
The skeleton of the semi-aqua­ 
tic reptile, known as the duck-bill 
dinosaur, was found in the upper 
C ista c e o u s deposits of Montana, 
by a University of Michigan expe­ 
dition headed by Prof. E. C. Case, 
director of the museum of paleon­ 
tology. 
Iii completeness of preservation, 
Professor Case said, the specimen 
is remarkable, lacking only a por­ 
tion of the tail and part, of a hind 
limb. These will be replaced, by 
portions of other specimens found 
in the same field. 
Mired in the swamp, and cover­ 
ed with sediment w'hich has pre­ 
served them through the ages, the 
remains of such reptiles as this 
aid scientist* to picture life as it 
may have been in 
the 
Metozoic 
period. 
Conditions 
of 
preservation 
w here this particular skeleton was 
found w’ere 
exceptionally 
good, 
and the skeleton 
lay 
with 
the 
bones in their proper position. 
The hard 
rock 
enclosing 
the 
hones had to be chiseled away by 
hand. There still 
remains 
much 
painstaking work by the prepara­ 
tory. Mr. W. H. 
Buettner 
before 
the fossilized bones are ready for 
mounting in the museum. 
Over four tons of material en­ 
closing the bones 
were 
shipped 
from Montana to the University 
Museum, Professor Case said, and 
it will take about a year to "work 
out” and mount the skeleton. 
The Michigan 
expedition 
was 
made possible by a grant from the 
Horace H. Rackham 
School 
of 
Graduate 
Studies. 
According to 
Professor Case, much of the suc­ 
cess of the work was due to the 
courtesies extended by the officers 
of the department of engineering 
of the United States Army sta­ 
tioned in Fort Peck.
